He was fly- 
ing with Lieut. Wendell A. Robertson 
of Fort Smith, Ark., when they we.e 
attacked by seven German machines. 
Four of these made for Putnam's air- 
plane and three attacked Robertson's. 
The attack was sudden and unexpected 
and the enemy was able to fire from 
above. 


Lieut. 
Putnam 
was shot 
twice 


through the heart. His machine glided 
to the earth 
at 
Limey, within the 


American lines where he was found r,y 
his comrades. Lieut. Robertson 
re- 


turned safely. 


Lieut. David'E. Putnam, a descend- 


ant of- Gen.' Israel -Putnam, was cred- 
ited with ,12 aerial victories. 
He en- 


listed 
with 
the 
Lafayctie 
Flying 


Squadron, and brought down his ilr.Jt 
enemy machine on Jan. 19. 1918.' He 
was awarded the French war cross on 
March 23, after having won five vic- 
tories in the aiv. • He was later dec- 
orated with,the military medal by the 
French government.

Over Return of so Many 


A total of 11,512 pupils were enrolled 


in all the public schools of Lowell last 
week, the first of the new school year. 
This Is a decrease of 173 in compa--i- 
son with the figure for last year when, 
11,685 were enrolled. 


The high school has a total enroll- 


ment ot 1455 this year, a decrease of 
135 from last year's figure. 
The total 


enrollment for the grammar schools is 
5719 
this year:'5S04 last year. 
Tha 


primary schools have 3931 this year and 
had 3920 last year. 
Tho kindergartens 


have 407 pupils this year in compari- 
son with 371 last year. 


On the whole, the figures are not 


far outside what was expected. 
It 


was inevitable that there should be a 
decrease in the high school attendance 
and also In some 
of 
the 
grammar 


schools, in view of -the many oppor- 
tunities for industrial employment. To 
offset this, however, it was expected 
that the large increase in the city's 
population in the past year would he 
reflected in an increased school popu- 
lation and "this phase of the situation 
is undoubtedly \vhnl has tended to keep 
the attendance practically normal.

bis examination, the finding concludes 
as follows: 


"1" find that in the evening of the 


seventh day of September last, that 
said Adolphe Perron was intoxicated, 
that ho was ugly towards his house- 
keeper, said Clara Miller, hy reason o£ 
jealousy or other supposed cause and 
had loaded a revolver, which he had 
Jn his possession. About 1 o'clock in 
the' morning of the next day, the night 
of Sept. 8, he had altercation with said 
Clara Miller, growing out of his pur- 
pose to assault her or scarce her by 
displaying the revolver, and by his 
threat to her, in the course of which 
the revolver either fell upon the floor 
and was thereby discharged, causing 
the shooting, or in the course of a 
struggle with him by said Clara Mil- 
ler, to prevent injury to her. that the 
revolver was accidentally discharged, 
with the result as aforementioned.

adopted sooner is difficult to under- 
stand. 
The 
Sun 
advocated

:ourse in an editorial on May 4, ISIS. 
In that editorial it was shown to ue 
but disseminating sedition 
to 
allow 


papers to print every seditious state- 
ment uttered by the vilest traitors in 
the land. 
It was in part as follows: 


"Under ordinary conditions a news- 


paper is responsible for everything it 
publishes regardless of who may he 
the author of any article it may print. 
Many papers that have shown decided 
pro-German tendencies are publishing 
alleged statements against the presi- 
dent and the government by parties 
named, or in some cases by anony- 
mous writers, and then commenting 
upon them as objectionable and some- 
times even claiming that the author 
should be punished. 
The author in 


such a case is not half as culpable as 
:he paper that gives his utterances 
publicity, and hence it is the pub- 
isher or the editor .of such a paper 
who should be held responsible for 
the statements thus made. The au- 
thor may be able to influence but few 
against the government, but when his 
statements are taken up and spread 
broadcast through a newspaper they 
become much more serious.

DAMAIMSCOTTA, Me., sept, 19.—The 


memory of the Rev. Francis Anthony 
Maiignon. who died in Boston Sept. 19. 
ISIS, and who lies buried in the little 
chapel of St. Augustine's. South Bos- 
ton, was honored here today, the cen- 
tenary of his 
death, 
when 
Bishop 


AValshfo? Portland offered mass for 
the repose of his soul. 


The Catholics of Maine united with 


all others in doing honor to the mem- 
ory of Fr. Matignon, because he was 
one of the best known among the 
great French missionaries whose lives 
adorn the pages of church history, and 
because this diocese possesses the on!y 
chapel or church now standing in all 
New England where Fr. Matignon of- 
fered the holy sacrifice of mass—St. 
Patrick's church, Damariscottu. 
The 


Ttl. Rev. Blahop Walsh offered 
the 


mass today on this same altar. 


Fled French Revolution 


Pr. Matignon was a priest of very 


special talents and reftmrd tastes.-8S 
years of age, a professor in a college 
in Paris In 1792, when the sacrilegious 
fury of the French revolution broke 
out in that city, similar, but far more 
intense, to what Is now going on in 
Russia. 
The 
priest-professor 
was 


obliged to fly to Kngland. whence af- 
ter a short time he embarked for Bal- 
timore with three other French priests, 
reached that city in June and arrived 
In Boston Aug. 20. 1792. 


The Rt. Rev. Bishop Carroll of Balti- 


more appointed Fr. Matignon pastor 
In Boston, which parish then included 
all New England, hence he was an 
apostle from Eastpoft, Me., to New 
York'; made several visits to Maine, 
especially between 17D2-1S10, and with 
Fr 
Cheverus, his assistant, directed 


the building of. the first permanent 
Catholic church at Damarlscotta., the 
only Catholic church of that period 
now standing, practically in its orig- 
inal form. 
Declined Bi.lliopric 


His visits were fewer after 1790, 


when the district of MRinc was placed 
in charge of Fr. Cheverus ar.d Fr. Ro- 
rmicne, but the records show that he 
was always Interested in the several 
Catholic missions in Mc.ine, includin 
the Indian reservations. 
He left 


memory that will never cease to be 
an inspiration. He was, in fact, nom- 
inated by Bishop Carroll to be the. first 
bishop of Boston, but declined the hon- 
or, and urged that it be given to his 
junior assistant, Fr. Cheverus. who

Possibility That Men From 


German Submarine Scat- 
tered Influenza Germs 


•WASHINGTON; Sept. 19.—The strong- 


possibility that German submarines 
brought to this country and spread the 
germs that have caused epidemics of 
Spanish influenza was admitted last 
night by Lieut. Col. Philip s. Doane, 
chief of health and sanitation of the 
shipping board. Announcing that vig- 
orous steps have been taken to prevent 
the scourge from interfering with the 
work of the shipyards, Col. Doane said: 


"It is quite possible that the epidem- 


ic was started by Huns sent ashore 
by German submarine comanders. 
We 


know that men have been ashore from 
German U-buats, for they have been 
seen in New York and other places. It 
would be quite easy for one of these 
German agents to turn loose Spanish 
influenza germs in a theatre or other 
public place where large numbers o£ 
persons are assembled. The Germans 
have started epidemics in Europe, and 
there is no reason why they should bo 
particularly gentle to America." 


In issuing instructions to all the 


eastern shipyards districts on means 
of combating- the plague, Col. Doane 
paid particular attention to the Bos- 
ton district, to which he dispatched his 
staff physician, Dr. 
\V. F. Coon, to, 


take charge of the work.

THE VESLE, "Wednesday, Sept. IS.— 
(By The Associated Press.)—A Ger- 
man prisoner captured recently sug- 
gested to his captors that they send, 
a note from him to German soldiers, by 
airplane or otherwise, explaining: thai 
the report that Americans kill Ger- 
man prisoners was untrue. 
He said, 


that many Germans were sick of fight- 
ing and would surrender i£ they wero 
assured that Americans did not kill 
iheir prisoners as the Germans had, 
been led to believe by their officers. 


An appeal written in Flnglish call- 
g upon Americans of German an- 


cestry to join the forces of Germany 
has been dropped behind the American 
lines by enemy aviators. 
It has also 


been sent into the American lines by 
means of small balloons. This appeal 
asserts that in Germany the Amer- 
icans would find greater liberty and 
more 
opportunity 
for 
advancement 


than in the United States.

week, the first of the new school year. 
This is a decrease of 173 in compari- 
son with the figure for last year when

The high school has a total enroll- 


ment of H55 this year, a decrease of 
135 from last year's figure. The total 
enrollment for the grammar schools is 
5719 
this year: 5S04 last year. 
The 


primary schools have 3031 this year and 
had 3920 last year. The kindergartens 
have 407 pupils this year in compari- 
son with 371 ''last year. 


On the whole, the figures are not 


far outside what was expected. 
It 


was inevitable that there should be a

This vivid story of how Great Britain

Brigadier^ General

; Frederick Lee. He is only 30 years 


; old and he is chier oj the British avia- 


tion mission to the United States. His 
nickname is "falling Leaf." True to 
the Ideals ol the Royal Air Force he 


. tells us a great deal about the air 


service but very little abouc himself. 
He and the men associated with him,— 
form what Is called "The Flying Cir- 
cus" and they have been going from 
city lo city in America giving an air 
exhibition which enthralled thousands 
of American men and women.

One of his tricks was to fall like a

Here is his story: "In the four years 


that the allies have been fighting the 
Huns and during which the British 
empire has sustained 2,500,000 casual- 
ties, the greatest life saver in the 
present'war. is the aeroplane. If we 
had no aeroplanes the casualties would 
increase by leaps and bounds. If you 
can get, and maintain a supremacy In 
tho air we shall find the casualties of 
the Hun increasing and simultaneously 
the morale of his soldiers decreasing. 


"With the superiority in ihe air we 


now have, it enables us -to bomb Ger- 
many and brine the war home to her. 
If we were not able to do this thcrfi 
is a question if our offensive could suc- 
ceed.

thought Great Britain would be too 
much absorbed with her own affairs 
to bother about the affaire of other 
nations. 
The Germans thought their 


system of systematic terrorism, includ-

named, or in some cases by anony- 
nous writers, and then commenting 
upon them as objectionable and some- 
imes even claiming that the author 
.hould be punished. 
The author in 


such a case is not half as culpable as 
he paper that gives his utterances 
publicity, and hence it is the pub- 
isher or the editor of such a paper 
vho should be held responsible for 
the statements thus made. 
The au- 


thor may be able to influence "but few 
against the government, but when bis 
statements are taken up and spread 
broadcast through a newspaper they 
become much more serious. The pa- 
per is responsible for their circula- 
tion." 


The law in regard to libel is prac- 


tically the same. 
Many of the pro- 


German sheets have sought out sedi- 
tious statements and have given them 
wide publicity without any censure 
from the government. It is high time 
to stop the vicious practise so that 
men who make seditious statements 
cannot rely upon the press to give 
their statements wide publicity. 


NO TRUCE WITH THE HUNS 


America could give but one answer 


to the peace "offers" from Germanj 
and Austria.

DAMARISCOTTA. Me., Sept. 19.—Th* 


memory of the Rev. Francis Anthony 
Matfgnon. who died in Boston Sept. 19. 
ms. and who lies buried in the UtJtle 
chapel of Si. Augustine's. South Bos- 
ton, v.-as honored here today, the cen- 
tenary of his 
death, 
when 
Bishop 


Walsh of Portland offered mass for 
the repose of his soul. 


The Catholics of Maine united with 


all others in doing honor to the mem- 
ory of Fr. Matignon, because he was 
one- of the best known among the 
great French missionaries whose lives 
adorn the pases of church history, and 
because this diocese possesses the only 
chapel -or church now standing in All 
New England where Fr. Matignon of- 
fered the holy sacrifice of mass—Si. 
Patrick's church, Damariseotta. 
The 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Walsh offered 
the 


mass today on this same altar. 


I^led French Revolution 


Fr. Matifjnon was a priest of very 


special talents and refined tnstes. 39 
years of age, a professor in a college 
In Paris in 1792, when the sacrilegious 
fury of the French revolution brol« 
out in that city, similar, but far more 
intense, to what is now groins on in 
Russia. 
The 
priest-professor 
was 


oblij-ed to fly to Knsrland, whence af- 
ter a short time he embarked for Bal- 
timore with three other French priests, 
reached that city in Juiio.und arrived 
in Boston Aug. 20. 1702. 


Tho Rt. Rev. Bishop Carroll of Balti- 


more appointed Fr. Matignon pastor 
in Boston, which parish then included 
all New England, hence he was an 
apostle from Eastport, Me., to New 
York; made several visits to Maine, 
especially between 1792-1S10, and with 
Fr. Cheverus, his assistant, directed 
the building of the first permanent 
Catholic church at Damariscotta, the 
only Catholic church of that period 
now standing, practically in its. orig- 
inal form. 
Declined Bishopric 


His visits were fewer after 179G, 


•when the district of Maine was placed 
in charge of Fr. Cheverus and Fr. Ro- 
mafi-ne, but the records show that he 
-was always interested in the several 
Catholic missions in Maine, including 
the Indian reservations. 
He left a 


memory that will never cease to be 
an inspiration. He was, in fact, nom- 
inated by Bishop Carroll to be the first 
bishop of Boston, but declined the hon- 
or, and urged that it be given to his 
Junior assistant, 
Fr. Cheverus, who

Fr. IfaJIgnon died in Boston. Sept. 


19. 1818. and was buried on Sept. 21. 
the event thus being noted by a Bos- 
ton newspaper: 


"Few persons have descended to the' 


Grave more beloved for their ptecy. 
their Christian forbearance and resig- 
nation, or more honored for their zeal 
and active benevolence. 
His bishop, 


who had come to Boston at his invi- 
tation and for 14 years his assistant 
In Boston and New England, wrote 
his striking epitaph: 
'He died as he 


lived, a saint.'" 


He alone of all the French mission- 


aries of that time remained and died 
In Boston. 
The original little chapel 


of St. Augustine's on Dorchester st, 
South Boston, was built in 1819 to re- 
ceive the precious remains of this holy 
man of New England. 


Three other French missionaries were 


exiled with Fr. Matignon and came to 
the United States. Fr. Marechal. who 
afterwards became archbishop of Bal- 
timore: Fr. Richard, who was sent to 
Detroit and afterwards wns elected a 
member of the United Slates congress; 
and a Sulplcian, Fr. Ciquerd. profes- 
so;- in the seminary of Bruges. France, 
who was assigned by Bishop Carrol! 
to \vork among the Indians of Maine, 
and then went to Canada, probably 
about 1797.

In order to.enforce effectively the ban 
ordered by the War Industries board 
upon all building construction which 
is not needed for war purposes, the 
Massachusetts Committee on Public 
Safety is sending: today to every local 
committee on public safety a letter o£ 
instructions, detailing the steps to be 
taken in order to make certain that 
absolutely no prohibited construction 
is undertaken without the approval of 
the newly organized board on curtail- 
ment of nohwar construction. 


Briefly stated, the orders are that 


no new buildings shall be begun,'nor 
shall repairs or additions be initiated 
f _the expense is to be in excess of 
?2500. 
The instructions sent today 


:o each local committee are as fol- 
lows: 


"You will, as soon as possible, ap- 


point a committee under the name of 
Curtailment 
of Non-War 
Construc- 


tion' to be composed of three, five or 
seven members, as soems to you best. 


"It is essential that this committee 


30 composed of broad-gauge individ- 
uals of high standing in the com- 
munity, and also that it represent to 
the greatest degree possible the vari- 
ous activities 'of your community. For 
nstance. In the larger cities it might 
be desirable to select (1) a promi- 
nent member of the chamber of com- 
merce or the board of trade; (2) a 
representative of labor; (3) an officer 
of a bank; (4.) a representative busi- 
ness man or manufacturer; (5) a rep- 
resentative contractor or builder; (6) 
a representative engineer or archi- 
,ect. 


"In agricultural communities 
we 


would suggest a committee of three, 
composed of representative 
men, at 


"east ono of whom should be a farm- 
5r. 


"It is the function of the state 


organization to curtail any construc- 
tion that can possibly be deferred 
until after the war, and your duties 
are as follows: 


"1. We shall expect your commit- 


.ee to handle the requirements expe- 
ditiously and with very careful judg- 
ment, as it is imperative that tho 
order of the War Industries board be 
carried out to the letter. 


'2. To impress upon your commun- 


ity the vital necessity of carrying out 
the order of the board, in order that 
a minimum amount of materials and 
labor may be utilized during the war 
and in order that ns much na possible 
of this work may be substituted after 
the war for the great volume of war 
work now going on, so that employ- 
ment may be furnished to the 're- 
turned artisans now on the batlellelds, 
in addition to those who will be re- 
leased from strictly war Industries. 


"3. To investigate the necessity of 


any proposed construction. ' and 
to 


transmit your recommendations with 
n. summary of the facts to the board 
on curtailment of non-war construc- 
tion, with heado.uarters at the «tat» 
hoiiflo. 


"The stato board will review the 


c.iso and if necessary will request rul- 
illtlonal Informntion from you.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 1!).—The strong- 


possibility that Oerman 
submarines 


brought to this country and spread the 
germs that have caused epidemics of 
Spanish Influenza was admitted last 
nig-ht by Lieut. Col. Philip S. Doane, 
chief of health and sanitation o£ the 
shipping board. Announcing that vig- 
orous steps have been taken to prevent 
the scourge from interfering with the 
work of the shipyards. Col. Doane said: 


"It is quite possible that the epidem- 


ic was started by Huns sent ashore 
by German submarine comanders. Mre 
know that men have been ashore from 
German U-boats, for they have been 
seen In New York and other places. It 
would be quite easy for one of these 
German agents to turn loose Spanish 
influenza germs in a theatre or other 
public place where large numbers of 
persons are assembled. 
The Germans 


have started epidemics in Europe, ind 
there is no reason why they should be 
particularly gentle to America." 


In issuing instructions to all the 


eastern shipyards districts on means 
of combating the plague, Col. Doaue 
paid particular attention to the Bos- 
ton district, to which he dispatched his 
state physician, Dr. Vf. 
F. Coon, to 


take charge of the work.

This morning we 
igain were on the alert and thought 
he Americans were going to attack, 
nit nothing has happened as yet." 


"We few fellows cannot hold up this 


luperior might and must all go help- 
essly into captivity," 
says 
another, 


'and of course most of the prisoners 
trii murdered, hut then we have to be 
latistied with our faie whatever hap- 
lens." 


Another German, however, evidently 


did not fear murder, which obviously 
had been proclaimed as the lot of Ger- 
man soldiers

lands, for he had written:

"The men are so 
embittered 
that 


.hey have no interest in anything and 
they only want the war to end, no 
matter how. "We are only slaves of the 
government."
